That as to our 
Alliances with Sweden, it was a Matter of. great Intr?- 
cacy; becaufle the Treaties England has at divers times 
made with Sweden, are partly contradigtory.. That 
the getting naval Stores |for our Shipping was the 
main Advantage reaped by our trading, tothe Balsic : 
That indeed Hemp was a very neceflary Commedity.at 
this Juriéture (which put the. Honfe into. amnerry Humor) 
but tnat if due Encouragement mere given. to fome of 
our Plantations in America, we might be fupplied from 
thence: much cheaper than from Sweden or Norway.
